HEALTHBOARD MAKES MANY COMPLAINTS 


A petition signed by over six hun- 


dred taxpayers of Clearfield borough 
asking council to purchase the Clear- 
field Water works was presented to 
the borough council last evening at its 
regular meeting by former Judge Al- 
lison O. Smith. The petition has been 
circulating about town for the past 
two weeks and has been 
signed by 


over six hundred tax payers, asking 
council to take immediate action on 
the matter. 


It is proposed to buy the works 


under an act of Assembly of 1874. 
Council directed Borough 
Solicitor 


John M. Urey to get in touch with 
the Public 
Service 
Commission of 


Pennsylvania and ask for a certificate 
of convience which would enable the 
borough to proceed in the matter of 
making the purchase. 
This will be 


done immediately and 
council will 


take action as soon as possible. 


This is not the first time that peti- 


tion* have been circulated and pre- 
sented to council with the names of 
hundreds of citizens of the borough 
gsking. for the purchase of the Clear- 
field Water Works. 
It is possible to 


buy the works without increasing the 
taxes one cent as the act of Assembly 
provided that bonds be issued on the 
plant itself. 
At the present rate the 


people are paying, the entire works 
would be paid for in a few years. 


The borough solicitor reported col- 


lections amounting to $35.44. The 
borough treasurer reported that there 
is in the treasury at the present time 
$8,223.96. Bonds to the amount of 
|76,000 for repaying and repairing 
the borough streets, were presented 
to council by the finance committee. 
Chief of Police McHenry and Assis- 


tant Aidee each requested a raise in 
salary of ten dollars per month. The 
matter was tabled until next meeting 
when Burgess Callahan will be pres- 
ent. 
The executive committee of the 


Firemen's convention asked to be al-

is the custom for the firemen to be 
granted this privilege, council unani- 
mously passed it. 
The money will 


be added to the firemen's funds.

faces," said the United States Office 
of Public Roads today, "roads s'lould 
not be neglected, and with a little 
care may in many cases be madj p.dc- 
quate to the needs of the communities 
they serve." 


Many country roads, the 
proveni- 


ment experts said, may be greatly im- 
proved by judicious grading and sys- 
tematic maintenance. 
"Frequently, 


especially in the south, the addition of 
sand or clay to the natural soil of the 
road is all that is necessary to make a 
road sufficiently good for. all practical 
purposes." 


Thousands of miles of 
road that 


meet trie needs of. many localities as 
well as would a more expensive type 
of construction have been built in the 
south at an average cost of $750 a 
mile," the United States road service 
said. 


Earth roads should be at least 20 


feet wide ai|l preferably 24 to 30 feet; 
they should be crowned with a rise 
of one inch to the foot towards the 
center; they should have side ditches; 
through swampy land the road bed 
should be raised above the general 
level of the country to secure drain- 
age. 
For grading and crowning the 


road, a drag made of the two halves 
of a split log is in general use. The 
split-log drag is made by joining the 
halves in a vertical position and at- 
taching chains and double-trees so 
that when drawn by horses it moves 
along the road at an angle of 45 de- 
grees, the foremost end to the side of 
the road, so that the earth may eb 
directed toward the center. 


The drag should be light enough to 


be lifted by one man. 
Dry, Red Ce- 


dar is the best material for the drag, 
though red elm and walnut are excel- 
lent. 
Soft maple, elm or willow are 


'superior for this.purpose to*(Jak, hick- 


I ory or ash. 
A platform may be plac- 


jed on the drag for the driver. Drag- 
•ging is simple and inexpensive, says 
the government bureau, and 
when 


used in conjunction with a road ma- 
chine, helps much toward the con- 
struction of a good road. ' Dragging 
Often costs but 50 cents a mile. 
A 


mile of road can be dragged in a few 
hours. 
' 


In constructing the sand clay road, 


a sand road is first shaped and then 
covered with from 4 to 6 inches of 
clay. 
Th!e sand and slay, are thor- 


oughly mixed with a tooth-harraw, 
first dry, then wet. 


On a clay roadrbed, the same pro- 


cess is followed with sand, except that 
the clay should be well plowed up to 
insure a good mixture. " 


The final mixing should, be done in 


rainy weather. When the mixing has 
been completed, the road is brought to 
a crown of one inch to the foot with 
a split-log drag and covered with a 
thin layer of sand. 
After several 


rains, another layer of sand may" be 
applied to the surface) 


The principal thing to be observed 


in the construction of the sand-clay 
road is an even mixture of the sand 
and the clay.'

structed at the sides.

should be submitted to a road expert 
for examination as to their, fitness.

over six hundred tax payers, asking 
council to take immediate action on 
the matter. 


It is proposed to buy the works 


under an act of Assembly of 1874. 
Council directed Borough 
Solicitor 


John M. Urey to get in touch with 
the Public 
Service 
Commission of 


Pennsylvania and ask for a certificate 
of convience which would enable the 
borough to proceed in the matter of 
making the purchase. 
This will be 


done immediately and 
council will 


take action as soon as possible. 


This is not the first time that peti- 


tion* have been circulated and pre- 
sented to council with the names of 
hundreds of citizens of the borough 
gsking. for the purchase of the Clear- 
field Water Works. 
It is possible to 


buy the works without increasing the 
taxes one cent as the act of Assembly 
provided that bonds be issued on the 
plant itself. 
At the present rate the 


people are paying, the entire works 
would be paid for in a few years. 


The borough solicitor reported col- 


lections amounting to $35.44. The 
borough treasurer reported that there 
is in the treasury at the present time 
$8,223.96. Bonds to the amount of 
|76,000 for repaying and repairing 
the borough streets, were presented 
to council by the finance committee. 
Chief of Police McHenry and Assis- 


tant Aidee each requested a raise in 
salary of ten dollars per month. The 
matter was tabled until next meeting 
when Burgess Callahan will be pres- 
ent.

Washington, Aug. 3.—(By United 


ress)—"Although it will be imi'vac'.i- 
cal for many years to come to improve 
more than a small per cent, of the 
roads of the country with h».rd sur- 
faces," said the United States Office 
of Public Roads today, "roads s'lould 
not be neglected, and with a little 
care may in many cases be madj p.dc- 
quate to the needs of the communities 
they serve." 


Many country roads, the 
proveni- 


ment experts said, may be greatly im- 
proved by judicious grading and sys- 
tematic maintenance. 
"Frequently, 


especially in the south, the addition of 
sand or clay to the natural soil of the 
road is all that is necessary to make a 
road sufficiently good for. all practical 
purposes." 


Thousands of miles of 
road that 


meet trie needs of. many localities as 
well as would a more expensive type 
of construction have been built in the 
south at an average cost of $750 a 
mile," the United States road service 
said. 


Earth roads should be at least 20 


feet wide ai|l preferably 24 to 30 feet; 
they should be crowned with a rise 
of one inch to the foot towards the 
center; they should have side ditches; 
through swampy land the road bed 
should be raised above the general 
level of the country to secure drain- 
age. 
For grading and crowning the 


road, a drag made of the two halves 
of a split log is in general use. The 
split-log drag is made by joining the 
halves in a vertical position and at- 
taching chains and double-trees so 
that when drawn by horses it moves 
along the road at an angle of 45 de- 
grees, the foremost end to the side of 
the road, so that the earth may eb 
directed toward the center. 


The drag should be light enough to 


be lifted by one man. 
Dry, Red Ce- 


dar is the best material for the drag, 
though red elm and walnut are excel- 
lent. 
Soft maple, elm or willow are 


'superior for this.purpose to*(Jak, hick- 


I ory or ash. 
A platform may be plac- 


jed on the drag for the driver. Drag- 
•ging is simple and inexpensive, says 
the government bureau, and 
when 


used in conjunction with a road ma- 
chine, helps much toward the con- 
struction of a good road. ' Dragging 
Often costs but 50 cents a mile. 
A 


mile of road can be dragged in a few 
hours. 
' 


In constructing the sand clay road, 


a sand road is first shaped and then 
covered with from 4 to 6 inches of 
clay. 
Th!e sand and slay, are thor- 


oughly mixed with a tooth-harraw, 
first dry, then wet. 


On a clay roadrbed, the same pro- 


cess is followed with sand, except that 
the clay should be well plowed up to 
insure a good mixture. " 


The final mixing should, be done in 


rainy weather. When the mixing has 
been completed, the road is brought to 
a crown of one inch to the foot with 
a split-log drag and covered with a 
thin layer of sand. 
After several 


rains, another layer of sand may" be 
applied to the surface) 


The principal thing to be observed 


in the construction of the sand-clay 
road is an even mixture of the sand 
and the clay.' "Joint" clays should 
not be used. 
The. sand should, be 


coarse and sharp if possible. 


In the gravel road the first layer 


of gravel, or coarser size, is laid over 
a prepared road-bed of earth to a 
depth of about four inches at the cen- 
ter and three inches at the side. The 
second course is put on two inches at 
the center and. about one and a half 
at the aides. 
The whole, should be 


well rolled and proper 
ditches con- 


structed at the sides. 


Gravels for use in road-construction 


should be submitted to a road expert 
for examination as to their, fitness. 
Many .gravels are wholly unsiiited for 
the purpose.
